It c a n’t be ex pected by any ­ 
one th at a college in its first few 
y ears of ex istence is considered 
a top-q u ality sch ool by th e peo­ 
ple; it takes time to establish a 
facu lty , get permanent facili­ 
ties, and receiv e fu ll accredita­ 
tion. Th e fiv e y ears th at Sau k 
Valley h as been in ex istence 
isn’t enou gh time, and th ey 
h av e constantly been making 
progress in th eir enrollment, 
th eir facu lty , th eir bu ilding, and 
th ey now h old a Recognized 
C and id a te for A c c re d ita tion 
Statu s with th e North Central 
Association of Colleges and Sec­ 
ondary Sch ools and anticipate 
fu ll accreditation soon. 
Prices continu e to rise at th e 
fou r-y ear institu tions, and th e 
entrance req u irem ents at th ese 
sam e sch ools 
are 
becoming 
h igh er and h igh er. Ev en th e 
stu dents wh o are fairly well 
q u alified are going to find it 
h arder to be adm itted to th ese 
fou r-y ear sch ools. Th ere h as 
been talk at th e Univ ersity of Il­ 
linois and oth er fou r-y ear insti­ 
tu tions of ev entu ally ph asing 
th ese 
sch ools 
into 
two-y ear 
sch ools consisting of th e ju nior 
and senior y ears only . If th ese 
sch ools did become two-y ear 
sch ools, th is area wou ld not only 
profit from h av ing a ju nior col­ 
lege, bu t it wou ld become a ne­ 
cessity . 
In considering th e fu tu re and 
th e opportu nities th at Sau k Val­ 
ley Col lege av ails for th e people 
in its district, th is commu nity 
college not only needs u s and 
ou r su pport, bu t we need it too.

WASHING 1’ON (AP) — Th e 
Nix on administration is u nder 
fire for h olding back on a spe 
cial milk program prov iding 
cu l rate, snack time drinks for 
sch ool pu pils at a tax pay er cost 
of more th an $100 million a 
y ear. Th e program may be 
dropped altogeth er. 
Th e Wh ite Hou se wanted to 
eliminate th e program entirely 
bu t dairy -state m em bers of Con 
gress, encou raged by farm lob 
by ists and sch ool officials, su e 
ceeded last spring in renewing 
au th orization for th e program . 
President Nix on did not a p­ 
prov e th e au th orization bill bu t 
allowed it to become law with ­ 
ou t h is signatu re. In a m essage 
last Ju ne 30 Nix on said special 
milk serv ice is not needed since 
improv ements were m ade in th e 
regu lar sch ool lu nch program . 
“Th erefore, it sh ou ld be c le a r­ 
ly u nderstood th at 
wh atev er 
fu nds I u se from th is program ,” 
Nix on said th en, “ I intend to u se 
for th e sch ool lu nch and ch ild 
nu trition program s for ch ildren 
from pov erty families, and not 
for th ose wh o are in no need of 
su ch a su bsidy .” 
Now, h owev er, with some of 
th e nation’s sch ools 
already 
open and most of th e rest ge t­ 
ting ready , th e Agricu ltu re D e­ 
partm ent, wh ich 
adm inisters 
milk 
fu nds, cannot 
say 
y et 
wh eth er th e program will be 
continu ed. 
Officials say th at, wh ile Con­ 
gress au th orized th e program 
again, th e fu ll am ou nt of money 
does not necessarily h av e to be 
spent. 
“Th e decision h as not been 
m ade by th e adm inistration on 
wh eth er we will or won’t,” As- 


sistant Secretary Rich ard E. 
L.v ng told a reporter Th u rsday . 
Ly ng said, “ Th e ph one h as 
been ringing off th e h ook” for 
day s abou t wh at th e departm ent 
intends to do. A decision, h e 
said, is ex pected to be h anded 
down by Wh ite Hou se bu dget 
planners soon. 
Meantime, Ly ng said, no mon­ 
ey is being earm arked for th e 
milk program . Th ese fu nds are 
passed on to states to h elp 
sch ools pay th e m ajor part of 
th e cost of distribu ting h alf-pint 
containers of milk to elementa 
ry sch ool ch ildren.

Mideast peace pace 
Stepping- Stones to a Mideast Peace 


International negotiations are not 
“ a baseball game that ends with a box 
sco re immediately v isible,” said a v et­ 
eran Western diplomat. 
He was commenting on the frustra­ 
tions o f impatient State Department 
o fficials who are pushing for a settle­ 
ment of the Middle East conflict. 
In the diplo mat’s v iew, the fact that 
Egy pt and Israel maintain the cease­ 
fire—despite charges and counter­ 
charger of v iolations—is itself a factor 
of hope. The original 9 0-day truce will 
be ex tended to six months and then to a 
y ear ev en if the antagonists continue to 
nego tiate only about negotiations. 
But it will be so me time before there 
is a v isible diplomatic box sco re. The 
Arabs and Israel are as far apart as 
ev er on all issues that div ide them. 
United Nations mediator Gunnar 
J arring will need the wisdom of Solo­ 
mon and the patience of J ob to nav i­ 
gate his way through perilous political 
sands. 
According to President Nix on, no 
po litical solution o f the Arab-Israeli 
dispute could be achiev ed if Egy pt and 
J ordan insist that Israel must with­ 
draw co mpletely to her borders before 
the six -day war o f J une, 1967 , or if Isra­ 
el seeks a “ substantial acquisitio n” of 
territory . 
The Israelis now accept the U.S. 
v iew that one of the principal items for 
negotiations should be their final bor­ 
ders. 
Howev er, Egy pt’s President Nasser 
and J o rdan’s King Hussein stand firm 
on their demand that Israel must with­ 
draw to her 1967 lines. They insist that 
only the timing and mechanics of the 
withdrawal can be negotiated at this 
time. 
But under no conditions, now or in 
the fo reseeable future, will the Arabs 
agree to conclude a fo rmal peace 
treaty with Israel. 
The Israelis thus were understand­ 
ably perturbed when the U.M. an­ 


nouncement of the reactiv ation of J ar- 
ring’s peace mission spoke only of their 
willingness to withdraw from occupied 
territories. 


• 
. Secretary General U Thant 
forgot 
to mention in his formal re­ 
port the Israeli condition that a duII- 
back would be possible only to “ secure 
and recognized boundaries’’ after the 
conclusion o f a peace treaty that rec­ 
ognizes Israel’s right to ex ist as a na- 
tion. 
“ Was this an honest mistake? ” the 
Israelis asked. Or is U Thant play ing 
his usual ambiguous role as a “ neu­ 
tral” on the side of Russia and the Ar­ 
abs? 


Israel has reason to be suspicious. 
The Arabs continue to emphasize that 
their acceptance of the U.S. peace ini­ 
tiativ e co mmits them to no change of 
basic po licies. In fact, they see their 
acceptance as a maneuv er that offers 
diplomatic adv antages capable of iso ­ 
lating Israel from the United States 
and weakening her militarily and polit­ 
ically . 


Nor are Nasser and Hussein try ing 
v ery hard to curb the Arab terrorists 
and guerrillas who, in an effort to sabo­ 
tage the negotiations, are stepping up 
their attacks on Israel. 
One way the Arab leaders can prov e 
their sincerity , the Israelis say , is to 
muzzle the guerrillas. Until this hap­ 
pens Israel must continue to fight 
against their incursions. 


More fundamental is the Russians’ 
current policy to av oid a confrontation 
with the Western alliance in the Middle 
East while they are hav ing trouble 
with the Red Chinese in the Far East. 
Russia also has a special interest in 
seeing the Suez Canal reopened. Her 
Mediterranean fleet is cut o ff from the 
ex panding Sov iet fleet in the Indian 
Ocean, ex cept for the long way around 
the Cape of Good Hope. 
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Aluminum gold' 


An army of people is ready to join 
the fight against env iro nmental pollu­ 
tion, if the incentiv e is there. 
For mo st of us, ho wev er much lip 
serv ice we may giv e the cause, that in­ 
centiv e is cold cash. 
Rey nolds Aluminum found that out 
last May 19 when it opened an alumi­ 
num reclamatio n center in Tampa. 
When the news go t around that the 
company would pay 10 cents a pound 
(about a half-cent a can) for so ft drink 
and beer cans brought to the center, it 
was caught in a deluge of mo re than 
10,000 tons of empties during the first 
week. 
One retired man and his son came in 
with 7 60 pounds of cans they had picked 
up in an eight-hour day along a quar- 
ter-mile stretch of road in Ocala Na­ 
tional Park. A high school y oungster 
did almo st as well, bringing in $7 0 
worth. 
This is not ex actly altruism on the 
part of the company . As the center 
manager ex plained, to buy aluminum 
at $200 a ton is cheaper than mining it 
at $25 0 or $300 a ton. Rey nolds plans to 
ex pand the campaign to 16 other states 
to pull not only cans but all other dis­ 
carded aluminum products off the 


scrap heap and back into the facto ries. 
Alcoa is also getting into the act. It’s 
“ Yes—We Can!” reclamatio n effort 
will be inaugurated in San Diego Coun­ 
ty , Calif., in September and in the Dal- 
las-Ft. Worth, Tex ., metropolitan area 
in October. It will also pay 10 cents a 
pound. 
This is happy news, both for charit­ 
able organizations which can literally 
pick up funds off the ground and for 
tax pay ers as well. 
William F. Cellini, Illinois public 
works director, recently estimated 
that it co sts his state 63 cents per 
empty bev erage can to clean up the 
mess citizens dump along the road­ 
sides. 
The pro spect is not so encouraging 
for other kinds of junk, howev er. While 
scrap aluminum brings $200 a ton, 
scrap steel is only worth $30 a ton and 
glass only $15 . 
Less than 10 per cent of tex tiles, 
rubber and glass is currently recy cled. 
Only about 20 per cent of paper waste, 
the largest component in the entire 
waste problem, is reused. 
Yet ev en that 20 per cent means an 
annual sav ings of 200 million trees that 
do not hav e to be cut down.

This fiscal y ear’s entire space bud­ 
get—$3.2 billion—amounts to only 1.6 
per cent of the federal budget. 
As astronaut J ohn L. Swigert, co m­ 
mand module pilot on the nearly disas­ 
trous flight of Apollo 13 in April, points 
out, this figure represents $16 per 
American for one y ear. By co mpari­ 
son, more than $400 per person will be 
spent on so cial programs, such as in 
education, health and housing. 
Yet many people continue to talk as 
if abolishing space spending entirely 
would suddenly so lv e all our do mestic 
problems, and v iew the successful 
moon landing not as one of the greatest 
triumphs of the human spirit in history 
but as so mething to apologize for.

New government 
in England 


By HENRY J . TAYLOR 
LONDON—This 
co untry ’s 
election of a conserv ativ e gov ­ 
ernment did not change Brit­ 
ain’s economic facts and pro­ 
spects, but it did change the 
methods of dealing with them. 
And now co mes the question: 
What can the conserv ativ e gov ­ 
ernment do? 
IN TERMS OF LABOR gov ­ 
ernment inheritance, y ou cou ld 
mak e a case history ou t of Brit­ 
ish Ley land , one of Eu rope’s 
three largest au tomobile pro­ 
d u cers. West Germany ’s Volk s- 
wagonwerk and Italy ’s Fiat are 
the other two. Ley land employ s 
175 ,000 work ers and has 8 7 
plants. Bu t Lord Stok es, its 
chairman, tells me he faces 
“anarchy and chaos.” 
FOR OPENERS, ITS its im­ 
m ense Cov entry plant was 
k nock ed into a stand still by a 
new Commu nist-led gimmick in 
British labor d elations. Abou t 
7,5 00 of the 8 5 ,000 work ers 
staged a militant campaign to 
be paid the wages lost throu gh 
Ley land lay offs d u e to strik es 
and other stoppages in ou tsid e 
companies’ component plants. 
THIS GIMMICK OF strik e for 
y ou r lay off pay ” is prov ing to be 
literally lethal. Yet all firms are 
powerless to affect the strik es in 
ou tsid e component plants of the 
innu merable other companies— 
and so is the new British gov ­ 
ernment. 
Ley land , for ex ample, has 
had only two internal d ispu tes 
in three y ears, y et it continu es 
crippled by lay offs of labor 
throu gh (ad mitted ly ) no fau lt of 
its own. And since last October 
its work ers hav e lost 30 work ing 
d ay s becau se of 17 ou tsid e 
d ispu tes. 
BUT THIS IS THE first time 
in Britain that work ers hav e 
BEfffiTS WOP") 


struck for lay off pay ments. 
Moreov er, at a recent mass 
meeting called to promote this 
new gimmick, only 12 of the 
7,5 00 workers inv olv ed v oted 
against the proposal for a walk­ 
out ev ery time there was a lay ­ 
off. 
THE SPEARHEADS IN the 
promotion are three famou s 
Commu nist Party 
members, 
Dick Etherid ge, Peter Nicholas 
and Arthu r Harper, who serv e 
as an u nofficial force within the 
rank s of their u nions’ 28 -man 
ex ecu tiv e grou p. They mak e no 
bones abou t their pu rpose. Only 
last week Etherid ge pu blicly 
said that the militant claim for 
lay off pay d u e to ou tsid e 
d ispu tes can be “d y namite for 
British ind u stry .” 
THE RESULT HAS cau sed 
Ley land ’s Lord Stok es, for one, 
to consid er recognition of a shop 
stew ard s’ com m ittee id ea, 
which has been growing here in 
power and influ ence. He feels it 
might force national and local 
u nion officials to come to terms 
with the u nofficial 28 -man ex ec­ 
u tiv e grou p. 
Prime Minister 
Heath, in 
tu rn, realizes that this mov e 
wou ld giv e shop steward s u n­ 
preced ented power within the 
official bargaining machinery . 
Bu t he k nows that the d ecisiv e 
strength behind aggressiv e 
wage claims in British ind u stry 
lies in the shop steward (who 
correspond s to a foreman in ou r 
cou ntry ) 
representativ es— 
which is, of itself, another in­ 
heritance from the I^abor gov ­ 
ernment. 
THE SCALE OF THE strik es 
here is d isastrou s in Mr. 
Heath’s—also 
inherited —bal­ 
ance of pay ments problems. 
And , spu rred on by the new 
“lay off pay ” gimmick , he in- 
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tend s to sponsor the formation 
of a national cou ncil consisting 
of national and local u nion offi­ 
cials, shop steward s and com­ 
pany labor relations ex ecu tiv es. 
Bu t, behind the scenes, that ef­ 
fort is stu mbling bad ly . 
TRANSPORT 
WORKERS 
Union Lead er Jack Jones, the 
Engineering W ork ers’ Hu gh 
Scanlon and the Vehicle Bu ild ­ 
ers’ Alf Roberts, all three potent 
political powers in British poli­ 
tics u nd er the Labor gov ern­ 
ment and all three ou t to get 
Heath’s scalp, totally reject the 
Heath id ea. In fact, they d id so 
priv ately in a meeting with Mr. 
Heath as long ago as Ju ly 1. 
Ad d ing insu lt to inju ry , they 
tu rned arou nd and d emand ed a 
general raise in wages that 
wou ld ad d nearly 20 per cent to 
this nation’s wage hill. 
YET. THIS ISLAND mu st 
compete in the world mark ets to 
liv e, and British labor cannot 
ev en bu y its own food u nless the 
world bu y s Britain’s manu fac­ 
tu red good s in the world m ar­ 
k et . 
Accord ingly , lik e the pred e­ 
cessor gov ernment, the Heath 
gov ernment is cau ght in an iron 
v ise. To grant the d emand s 
means to fu rther red u ce the 
prosperity here, bu t not to grant 
them has the id entical effect. 
MEANWHILE. BRITISH in 
d u stry itself spend s only $0 on 
research and d ev elopment for 
ev ery $9 the Common Mark et 
cou ntries spend , and the pou nd 
sterling sink s lower and lower 
in the world cu rrency scale. 
In priv ate, Mr. Heath mak es 
it clear that he is now d iscov er­ 
ing, the hard way , what has 
been tiptoeing u p behind him.

There has been mud) talk of 
“ reo rdering natio nal prio ri­ 
ties.” When the head-fat m 
boiled off this phrase, it usually 
means that the talker wants to 
allocate ev en more of the na­ 
tion’s bu d get to welfare pay ­ 
ments or to inv est the federal 
wealth in ecological 
adv en­ 
tu res, tak ing the d ollars from 
d efense. Few realize, u nd er the 
pou nd ing of neo-pacifist propa­ 
gand a, that only a third of what 
the national gov ernment spend s 
goes to the v ital and d esperate 
military need s of a cou ntry 
more beset by enemies than at 
any time since 1812—the y ear in 
which for the only time in its 
history , the United States lost a 
war. 
IF THE CRITICS of ou r pres­ 
ent ord er of national priorities 
assailed some of the way s in 
which the Nix on ad ministration 
is spend ing the tax es it tak es 
in—the prod igal way in which 
the Pentagon spend s money or 
the Labor Department bu reau c­ 
racy pu ts fat on its collectiv e 
glu teu s max imu s—there wou ld 
be merit to the talk we hear.

“The re­ 
placement of these wornou t 
ships and aircraft is ex pensiv e 
u nd er present mark et cond i­ 
tions, bu t cannot be fu rther d e­ 
lay ed if the Nav y is to hav e the 
combat capabilities which the 
United States can rely on in the 
fu tu re. . . 
In the Atlantic, U.S. N*» v y 
resou rces are stretched thinly 
to maintain the Six th Fleet in 
the Med iterranean as well as a 
mod est force in the Mid d le East 
. . . The Nav y has been u nable 
to 
maintain 
the 
mod ernity , 
read iness and capability of the 
Atlantic Fleet at the d esired 
lev el.” 
TIIE SOVIET UNION S nav al 
activ ity is, as the Associated 
Press commented from I^ond on, 
“pu rsu ed with technical confi- 


dence and operational compe­ 
tence, imagination, ingenuity 
and flex ibility ” as the Commu­ 
nists mov e toward supreme 
power on the world’s oceans. 
“ There is no hiding from the 
hammer and sickle,” J ane’s ed­ 
itor notes. 
h the face o f this threat—and 
let it be remembered that a 
Nav y cannot be built ov er- 
night—in what direction is the 
Nix on administration mov ing? 
Toward the ex penditure of bil­ 
lions for the SST, the supersonic 
transport which no one is really 
su re the United States need s. 
There are some who pred ict 
that it will be the most elephan­ 
tine of white elephants, that it 
will permanently d eposit a lay ­ 
er of pollu tion in the u pper at­ 
mosphere, that it will d eafen 
ou r cities, and that it serv es no 
economic need . 
EVEN A PRESIDENTIAL-

Presid ent Nix on assu red 
the d ou bting Thomases in his 
Cabinet that “the SST program 
is v ital to the interests of the na­ 
tion.” to q u ote Transportation 
Secretary John A. Volpe—v ital 
enou gh to warrant that $1.3 bil­ 
lion that the Ad ministration 
wants to pou r into d ev elopment 
costs alone. 
IE TIIE SST WERE of any 
economic worth, it wou ld not re­ 
q u ire Fed eral money to pro­ 
d u ce. Boeing, Dou glas or the 
other aircraft bu ild ers wou ld be 
racing to pu t the plane into pro­ 
d u ction and to be first in the 
mark et. Bu t the aircraft com­ 
panies are waiting for the 
Washington d ollar, and when 
the time comes to plu nk d own 
the other $4 billion necessary to 
pu t the SST on the prod u ction 
line, the Treasu ry will hav e to 
come across, mu ch thou gh the 
Ad ministration protests that it 
will not d o so. 
These billions cou ld he u sed to 
im prov e A m erica’s fighter 
planes, 
to 
m od ernize and 
strengthen the United States 
Nav y , and to giv e the nation’s 
foreign policy more than pow­ 
d er pu ff clou t. Ad d ed billions 
cou ld bo “re-ord ered ” by bring­ 
ing back the troops we now hav e 
in Eu rope. There are not enou gh 
men stationed on the continent 
to be an effectiv e force, and too 
many merely to show the flag. 
Bu t the Defense Department 
d oesn’t seem to u nd erstand and 
the grou p of willfu l men who 
control the Senate are too bu sv 
being secretaries of state to pay 
any mind to what is happening.

The labor mov ement, lik e the 
Chu rch, is part of the American 
Establishment. Su rrou nd ed by 
large memberships, end owed 
with billions of d ollars, wel­ 
comed at the White Hou se and 
the hank , the labor mov ement 
can safely ignore the poor, the 
black and the d epriv ed . In other 
d ay s it stru ggled brav ely for 
economic ju stice and a broad 
application of brotherhood in 
the Repu blic. 
TIIE SLIGHTED, beaten and 
pu t-d own laborer, whether he 
be in the mines, the mill or the 
lu mber camp, cou ld look to 
cou rageou s u nion lead ers for 
attention and su pport. In some 
rank s of the Christian commu ­ 
nity he heard those who were 
alarmed at inju stice and en­ 
raged with pov erty . While the 
Chu rch was generally absent 
from the pick et line or the boy ­ 
cott, it d id prod u ce some able 
spok esmen and pu blic lead ers 
who su pported legislation fa 
v orahle to u nions and the work 
ing family . 
MUCH OF THE Christian’s 
concern for labor (which bor­ 
d ered on id ealism of farming 
and agricu ltu re) was d irectly 
related to the life of Christ and 
the laboring d isciples 
Jesu s 
mov ed easily among the labor 
ing peasants, the road bu ild ers 
and shepherd s and fishermen. 
That the Christian faith shou ld 
alway s be at home with su ch 
people and their aspirations 
shou ld be no su rprise tod ay . 
Many within the missionary 
mov ement, su ch as Dav id Liv ­ 
ingston and Wilfred Grenfell, 
spok e of a salv ation that 
reached the whole man 
his 
phy sical health, his civ il rights, 
Ins ju st wages and his eternal 
red emption. 
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WHEN ROBERT E. SPEER 
wrote ms report on ov erseas 
work , he noted some activ ities 
of certain “Christian” commer­ 
cial organizations in the Far 
East. In one instance he printed 
part of an annu al report that es­ 
pecially bu rned him: 
“The profits of ---------- fac­ 
tory su rpassed $1 million. For 
the past two y ears it has been 
ru nning night and d ay with 
scarcely any intermission. The 
nu mber employ ed is 2,5 00 and 
the following is the wage table 
fM*r d ay : 
•‘MEN — 15-20 CENTS. Boy s; 
abov e 15 y rs., 10-15 cents. Girls 
abov e 15 y rs., 5 -10 cents. Small 
hoy s and girls u nd er 10 y ears, 3- 
10 cents. 
“The work ing hou rs are from 
5 :30a.m. to 5 :30 p.m. No meals 
are prov id ed by the factory . 
“ If will be seen that the com­ 
pany is in an ex ceptionally fa­ 
v orable position with an abu n­ 
d ant su pply of cheap labor to 
d raw from. The annu al profits 
hav e ex ceed ed the total capital 
on at least three occasions.” —

cov ered the harsh d ay s of 1930-

The law of symmetry is one of 
the greatest frauds perpetrated 
on the bridge playing public. 
The idea of this pseudo law is 
that if you have a singleton or 
singletons then everyone else 
will have singletons. 
The reason whv some people 
believe this 
at when you 
have a singleton, you have a 
long suit; when you have a long 
suit someone else has a short 
suit. 
South was looking at two sin­ 
gletons, one in his hand and one 
in dummy. He was also looking 
at nine spades. 
All 
else 
being 
equal 
the 
correct play with nine of a suit 
is to plav out the ace and king. 
Once 
both opponents follow 
small to the first lead the odds 
are that the queen will drop on 
the next lead. 
This applies no matter how' 
many singletons declarer is 
looking at. The opponents’ 
spades 
don’t 
know 
how 
declarer’s suits are divided. 
They just split in accordance 
with the law of averages which 
is a valid law and never has 
been repealed. 
With this hand there is a 
further 
and 
really 
cogent 
reason to play out the ace and 
king of trumps. If the queen of 
trumps doesn’t drop, South can 
try the club finesse. If it works 
he can discard both his hearts 
on the ace and king. 
South knew all this but he had 
also fallen for the symmetry 
propaganda He had one single­ 
ton. Dummy had one singleton. 
There had to be a singleton in 
spades. 
South played his ace of 
spades. Ruffed a diamond to get 
to dummy and tried the trump 
finesses. 
West took his queen gratefully 
and led a heart to his partner’s 
ace.

“I’m not going to make a m il­ 
lion dollars off of one m ajor 
ch ampionsh ip,” th e 28-y ear-old 
Californian said, ‘‘so wh y kid 
my self? I th ink Orville Moody 
ex pected it last y ear after win­ 
ning th e U.S. Open, and I don’t 
th ink h e m ade one-tenth of th at 
amount. You can dream , but 
y ou h ave to be realistic, too. 
‘‘W inning 
th e PGA 
title 
means a ch eck for 40 grand and 
a wh ole lot of prestige. I th ink 
th e prestige actually means 
more th an th e money . Now I 
don’t h ave to worry about q uali­ 
fy ing for tournam ents for th e 
nex t 10 y ears because I’ve got 
an automatic ex emption, and 
th at alone is com pensation 
enough as far as I’m con­ 
cerned.” 
Alth ough h e h as been a tour 
regular since 19 64, and won 
$252,200 in six y ears, it w asn’t 
until h e defeated Arnold Palm er 
and Bob Murph y by two strokes 
at South ern Hills Country Club 
in Tulsa th at Stockton finally 
overcame, for one day any way , 
th e reputation th at h ad been fol­ 
lowing h im all th ese y ears—th at 


h e was a rich A but unspectacu­ 
lar, journey man devoid of Pal- 
merish ch arism a. 
‘‘Wh en I was leading down in 
Tulsa, one of th e papers ran a 
h eadline th at said, ‘Unknown 
Leading PGA.’ I h ad to laugh . 
After six ,y ears, and four tour­ 
nament wins, I’m still an un­ 
known. May be I've made th e 
breakth rough now but, tell y ou 
th e truth , I’m really not too con­ 
cerned about it. I ’m not going to 
adjust my personality just to fit 
th e h eadlines. 
‘‘I th ink th e personality stuff 
is overrated any w ay . How 
many guy s are makiing money 
off th eir personalities? Th e only 
one I can th ink of is Lee Trevi­ 
no. May be h e did make a m il­ 
lion off h is Open ch ampionsh ip, 
but h e’s an ex ception to th e rule. 
I th ink th at’s wh ere Moody 
m ade h is m istake, th inking h e 
could make as much as Trevino 
did. He’s a different kind of guy , 
q uiet and soft-spoken, almost 
th e opposite of Lee. 
‘‘My self, I don’t th ink winning 
th e PGA ch ampionsh ip is going 
to ch ange me one bit.
